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Preface. 


It  is  with  no  little  sense  of  gratification  that  the  Christian 
Brothers  present  to  their  numerous  patrons  and  friends  the 
Seventh  Annual  Report  of  La  Salle  College.  That  our  numbers 
should  have  increased  in  such  great  proportion,  during  a  year  in 
which  so  many,  with  the  best  intentions,  have  been  unable  to  send 
their  children  to  select  schools,  is  something  that  gives  us  renewed 
courage  in  the  cause  we  have  embraced.  Upon  a  comparison 
of  the  present  with  last  year’s  Report,  it  will  be  found,  that  our 
number  has  increased  one-third,  a  success  much  greater  than  we 
had  any  right  to  expect,  though  we  will  say,  in  our  own  praise, 
that  it  is  not  more  than  we  have  labored  to  deserve.  The  duties 
and  routine  of  the  school  room,  vary  little  from  year  to  year,  it 
is  not  necessary  therefore,  that  we  should  do  more  than  re-pro¬ 
duce  here,  the  ideas  and  suggestions  found  in  the  Preface  of  the 
Sixth  Annual  Report. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  if  parents  fully  understood  the 
difficult  nature  of  the  work  necessarily  entailed  in  the  di¬ 
rection  of  a  numerously  attended  College,  that  they  would 
be  willing  to  assist  as  far  as  in  their  power  in  carrying  out 
any  course  of  action  which  teachers  may  see  proper  to  intro¬ 
duce.  It  is  for  this  purpose  that  we  present  for  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  all  concerned,  the  following  points,  in  which  it  is  of 
the  highest  importance  that  there  should  be  unanimity  of  action. 

Parents  who  intend  to  send  their  children  to  LaSalle  College, 
should  do  so  at  the  opening  of  the  session — much  valuable 
time  will  thus  be  saved  to  pupil  and  master.  In  all  regularly 
graded  schools,  earnest  work  begins  at  once,  as  each  scholar  is 
placed  in  a  class  suited  to  his  capacity  as  soon  as  received. 

It  is  a  useless  expense  to  send  children  for  a  quarter  “just 
to  see  how  they  will  get  along.”  For  many  children,  a  year 
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may  be  required  to  understand  them  thoroughly.  Character 
reading  is  among  the  most  difficult  of  a  teacher’s  duties. 
Till  the  character  of  a  child  is  well  known  he  cannot  succeed 
in  school. 

When  parents  have  placed  their  children  with  us,  to  re¬ 
main  a  reasonable  time,  punctuality  should  be  insisted  upon. 
Each  day  has  its  special  lesson;  the  explanations  given  on 
one  day  are  not  always  repeated  on  the  morrow.  Hence  the 
absolute  necessity  that  students  be  assiduous. 

Attending  school  assiduously,  and  for  even  a  great  length 
of  time,  will  be  productive  of  little  good,  unless  parents  will 
co-operate  with  us  by  causing  their  children  to  prepare  at 
home  the  lessons  to  be  heard  afterwards  in  class.  The  school 
room  is  a  place  for  explanation  and  investigation  of  principles; 
but  these  principles,  or  at  least  their  general  features,  must  be 
mastered  from  the  text  books  in  use  in  the  College. 

When  scholars  come  at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  attend 
regularly  during  the  entire  season,  and  prepare  their  lessons 
carefully  at  home,  we  will  be  responsible  for  their  satisfactory 
improvement.  Under  any  other  circumstances,  we  must  decline 
being  held  accountable. 

The  course  of  studies  arranged  at  the  beginning  of  the 
present  session  has  been  found  to  work  advantageously ;  no 
changes  are  deemed  necessary,  save  such  as  arise  from  the 
increased  number  of  our  classes.  To  enable  parents  and  friends 
to  judge  of  the  gradual  improvement  made  by  our  scholars, 
quarterly  public  examinations  are  held.  These  have  been  faith¬ 
fully  carried  out  during  the  present  session,  and  have  been 
found  of  great  service  in  stimulating  our  scholars;  they  have 
caused  us  to  lose  a  few  boys,  who,  rather  than  have  their 
indolence  exposed,  sought  more  congenial  quarters.  We  regret 
that  such  should  have  occurred,  but  think  a  little  reflection  will  i 
tell  the  parents  of  such  scholars  that  a  slight  humiliation  now 
will  be  much  more  advantageous  than  perhaps  years  of  regret 
hereafter.  We  take  this  “  dread  ”  of  the  quarterly  examina¬ 
tions  as  the  best  indication  of  their  thoroughness.  Any  person, 
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so  desiring,  is  at  liberty  to  examine  our  students  at  these  public 
exercises,  or  during  the  class  hours  of  term  time.  We  cordially 
invite  the  professors  of  our  various  local  institutions,  public  or 
private,  to  call  at  the  College,  examine  for  themselves,  and  we 
shall  be  happy  to  be  favored  with  their  impressions  in  favor 
of,  or  against  our  system  of  education  and  instruction. 

We  have  not  been  unmindful  of  the  promise  made  in  our 
last  Report,  to  increase  our  Library  as  soon  as  possible.  During 
the  present  session,  nearly  three  thousand  volumes,  most  of 
a  select  character,  have  been  added.  Several  extensive  library 
cases  have  also  been  purchased  to  make  room  for  such  serial 
works  as  Notes  and  Queries  ;  Dublin,  Brownson,  Edinburgh, 
and  other  popular  and  scientific  Reviews;  the  Catholic  World, 
Philosophical  Transactions  (Cambridge),  Intellectual  Ob¬ 
server  and  kindred  works,  all  of  which  have  been  procured 
this  year.  The  historical  and  literary  portion  of  the  library 
has  also  been  increased  by  about  one  thousand  volumes. 

The  heavy  expense  entailed  in  the  purchase  of  these  works, 
with  the  outlay  required  to  fit  up  extra  class  rooms  for  our  in¬ 
creased  numbers,  has  prevented  us  from  doing  a  great  deal  in 
the  reduction  of  the  debt ;  but  we  are  sure  our  friends  will 
appreciate  the  policy  which  makes  it  a  duty  with  us,  first  to  do 
justice  to  our  students  by  affording  them  every  reasonable  facility 
for  improvement,  and  afterwards  to  devote  our  attention  to  les¬ 
sening  a  debt  which  the  generosity  of  Philadelphia  Catholics  is 
helping  us  gradually  to  remove.  During  the  past  year  we  have 
;  done  something  in  this  direction,  and  we  take  this  opportunity 
j  to  thank  our  friends  and  patrons  for  the  liberal  patronage  ex¬ 
tended  our  benefits  on  the  7th  and  10th  of  April  last.  It  may 
be  pleasing  for  the  friends  of  Catholic  education  to  learn,  that 
while  very  few  entertainments,  even  of  the  highest  pretensions, 
did  much  more  than  pay  expenses,  those  given  for  the  benefit  of 
the  College  proved  equal  to  our  best  expectations,  and  surpassed 
what  would,  in  such  dull  times,  have  been  considered  a  fair  suc¬ 
cess.  Thus  the  Brothers  feel  that  all  times  they  are  sustained, 
because  the  work  they  direct  is  one  that  is  ever  necessary,  and 
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to  which  the  Catholic  heart  must  remain  firmly  attached  to 
prove  true  to  its  own  best  impulses. 

Shortly  after  the  close  of  last  session,  it  became  apparent  we 
would  have  so  many  applications  for  admission  to  the  College, 
that  very  little  effort  was  made  to  secure  subscriptions  to  the 
Scholarship  Fund.  Such  as  responded  when  called  upon  are 
mentioned  in  the  proper  part  of  this  Catalogue.  We  must 
especially  call  attention  to  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Jas.  McGeogh, 
who  has  subscribed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  a  deserving  student,  to  be  selected  by  us.  In 
no  case  is  the  name  of  any  such  scholar  known  even  to  the  Pro¬ 
fessors  at  the  College,  save  the  President  and  the  first  book¬ 
keeper.  It  is  not  the  aim  of  the  College  to  admit  many  such 
scholars,  but  we  take  it  as  an  accepted  principle  that  when  Por- 
videnee  has  destined  a  young  lad,  by  his  talent  and  mental 
ability  to  take  a  high  place  in  the  world,  it  is  judicious  policy  to 
gradually  introduce  him,  by  the  associations  of  the  College,  into 
that  class  of  society  in  which  he  will  afterwards  be  called  to 
move.  It  will  afford  us  pleasure  to  receive  donations  from  other 
sources,  of  a  character  like  that  of  Mr.  McGeogh.  There  is  no 
more  deserving  charity,  and  we  venture  the  assertion,  that  no 
more  grateful  recipients  than  the  students  selected  by  the 
Brothers,  and  no  more  faithful  custodians  of  such  funds  will  be 
found  than  the  Brothers  themselves.  We  will  not,  however, 
continue  the  subscription  scholarship  list  any  longer.  The 
number  of  prominent  Catholics  who  can  afford  to  perform  this 
act  of  generosity  without  dividing  the  honor  with  anybody  else, 
is  such  that  we  rely  upon  them  to  render  it  unnecessary  for  us 
to  resort  to  any  such  subscriptions  as  were  mentioned  in  our 
last,  as  being  acceptable. 

Our  friends  might  greatly  encourage  the  Commercial  De¬ 
partment  of  the  College,  by  sending  to  us  for  clerks  or  as¬ 
sistant  book-keepers.  Young  men  who  can  present  a  certifi¬ 
cate  of  good  conduct  and  proficency  from  us  may  be  relied  upon, 
as  we  will  recommend  none  with  whom  we  are  not  perfectly 
satisfied. 
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The  attention  of  parents  may  here  be  called  to  the  great  in¬ 
ducements  we  are  enabled  to  hold  out  to  our  junior  students,  to 
encourage  the  first  efforts  in  composition.  At  different  times  we 
have  purchased  illustrations  suited  to  elevate  the  mind  and 
educate  the  eye.  Copies  of  these  illustrations  are  distributed 
among  the  scholars,  and  the  best  composition  produced  to  suit 
the  illustration,  is  sent  therewith  to  “The  Little  Schoolmate” 
or  to  the  “Guardian  Angel,”  juvenile  serials,  issued  for  the 
encouragement  of  composition  among  the  Christian  Brothers’ 
and  other  Catholic  scholars  throughout  the  country. 

As  evidence  of  the  interest  our  scholars  take  in  this  move¬ 
ment,  we  may  mention  the  following  compositions  which  have 
been  prepared  by  the  juniors  and  published  in  these  Journals: — 
“Nellie’s  Ride,”  “Terribly  Frightened,”  “Three  Epochs  in 
American  History,”  “The  Glasgow  Idiot,”  “Such  Fun,”  “Power 
of  a  Mother’s  Love,”  “  Fairmount  Park,”  “Autumn,”  “  A  Day 
at  Sea,”  “  The  Pet  Crane,”  “  Curiosities  in  Rock,”  “  Modes  of 
Travel,”  “  Catholicity  in  Philadelphia,”  “  An  Incident  of  the 
Franco-Prussian War-,”  “The  Kittens  I  Owned.’’  Several  other 
pieces  have  been  sent  by  the  boys  and  accepted.  They  will  ap¬ 
pear  in  due  course  of  time. 

To  issue  this  catalogue  so  early,  the  averages  have  been  made 
from  the  first  of  June.  The  catalogue  will,  as  for  the  present 
and  last  year,  be  distributed  annually  at  the  commencement. 

Anxious  to  continue  the  good  work  which  is  onlv  partially 
completed  in  our  classes,  a  literary  society  has  been  established, 
of  which  the  students,  after  leaving  school,  or  when  they  have 
attained  their  eighteenth  year,  may  become  members.  By  refer- 
ing  to  the  prospectus  of  the  La  Salle  Literary  Union,  elsewhere 
given,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  young  men  of  the  city  have  not 
been  slow  to  endorse  the  advantages  secured  in  a  society  encouraged 
by  the  Brothers.  We  trust  that  the  prospects  of  this  Union 
may  ever  continue  as  bright  as  they  are  at  present,  and  that  the 
good  efforts  in  the  past  may  be  but  the  prelude  to  the  much 
greater  success  calculated  upon  in  the  future.

The  regular  meetihg  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  La  Salle  Col¬ 
lege,  took  place  in  the  College  parlors,  on  Thursday,  the  18th  inst., 
at  7  o’clock  P.  M.  Present:  Right  Rev.  James  F.  Wood,  D.  D., 
Honorary  President ;  Brother  Noah,  President ;  Brother  Romuald, 
Vice-President;  Brother  Paphylinus,  Treasurer ;  Brother  Isidore ; 
Pierce  Archer,  Jr.,  Esq.,  Counsellor,  and  Brother  Luke,  Secretary. 

After  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  last  meeting,  the  subjoined  re¬ 
port,  portions  of  which  have  appeared  in  the  papers  of  the  city, 
was  then  read  by  the  President,  Brother  Noah. 

This  is  no  idle  formula,  gotten  up  merely  to  save  appearances, 
but  a  thoughtful  paper,  which  all  concerned  can  read  with  profit 
to  themselves  and  to  the  youth  in  whose  favor  it  is  written.  We 
are  glad  that  as  stated  in  this  report  La  Salle  College  is  receiving  a 
portion  of  the  patronage  to  which  it  is  so  eminently  entitled.  Those 
who  wish  to  learn  more  can,  in  the  language  of  Brother  Noah, 
visit  the  College  “and  see  for  themselves.”  The  Board  of  Mana¬ 
gers  remains  unchanged,  and  consists  of  the  gentlemen  above 
named,  as  also  William  V.  Keating,  M.  D.,  and  Brother  Liberian.

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Under  ordinary  circumstances,  it  might  be  unnecessary  to  detain 
the  Board  of  Managers  by  any  prolonged  remarks,  owing  to  the 
short  time  elapsed  since  our  last  meeting.  But,  the  interesting 
details  we  are  enabled  to  introduce  will  be  the  only  excuse  needed 
for  their  presentation. 

It  affords  us  the  greatest  pleasure  to  state  that  since  our  last  meet¬ 
ing  the  College  has  continued  to  prosper.  At  the  present  moment 
its  prospects  are  better  than  they  have  ever  been  at  any  period 
since  its  establishment.  We  have  fully  twenty  per  cent,  of  an  in¬ 
crease  in  patronage  :  our  students  of  last  year,  have  nearly  all  re¬ 
turned,  and  seem  in  the  very  best  of  spirits  morally,  intellectually 
and  physically.  In  our  last  report  we  ventured  to  say  that  “an 
unusually  full  collegiate  department  may  be  expected  for  next 
session.”  Our  anticipations  have  been  verified  ;  we  have  at  pre¬ 
sent  the  most  advanced  and  intelligent  Collegiate  Classes  that  have 
ever  attended.  Not  more  than  three  or  four  vacancies  now  exist 
in  this  department,  and  even  these  are  secured.  Under  these  cir¬ 
cumstances  we  shall  soon  be  compelled  to  open  a  new  class  in  the 
collegiate  course.  This  will  enable  us  to  perfect  our  division  of 
studies,  though  the  one  we  now  follow  is  giving  the  fullest  satisfac¬ 
tion.  We  attribute  this  creditable  state  of  affairs  in  great  part  to 
the  very  successful  Sixth  Annual  Commencement  of  the  College 
which  took  place  in  the  American  Academy  of  Music,  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  June  20th.  Though  the  Exercises  were  not  complimentary, 
and  the  weather  was  excessively  warm,  a  very  large  and  select  au¬ 
dience  witnessed  the  Exercises.  The  orator  of  the  evening,  Pierce 
Archer,  Jr.,  Esq.,  delivered  a  most  instructive  address,  in  which 
the  flowers  of  rhetoric  wrere  not  without  the  fruit  of  experience- 
Addresses  of  this  kind,  in  which  the  orator’s  words  are  the  echo 
of  his  acts,  must  be  productive  of  great  good  with  young  men  who 
have  been  trained  to  reflect  upon  and  to  weigh  such  words  at  their 
tiue  value.  In  the  absence  of  our  honorary  President,  the  Right 
Rev.  A.  M.  Toebbe,  Bishop  of  Covington,  presided,  and  with  kind 
words  complimented  the  professors  and  students  on  the  successful 
termination  of  the  scholastic  year.  This  zealous  prelate  is  quite  a 
favorite  with  the  College,  and  will  always  be  welcome  to  its  hos- 
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pitality  whenever  he  may  visit  the  City  of  Brotherly  Love.  The 
Annual  Report,  which  was  distributed  immediately  after  the  Com¬ 
mencement  Exercises,  has  also  tended  to  make  the  College  more 
generally  known.  The  advantages  of  presenting  the  Report  at 
the  Commencement  Exercises  are  manifold.  Among  others,  par¬ 
ents  and  guardians  can  judge  from  the  exercises  how  far  the  claims 
of  the  Report  are  sustained.  Avery  large  edition — 3,000  copies — 
is  almost  exhausted,  and  the  demand  continues  with  slight  dimi¬ 
nution. 

Shortly  after  Commencement  Exercises  the  Brothers  attached  to 
the  College  availed  themselves  of  the  very  flattering  invitation 
extended  them  by  Rev.  Brother  Bettelin,  President  of  Rockhill 
College,  Ellicot  City,  Md.,  to  spend  a  portion  of  the  vacation 
at  his  splendid  establishment.  After  some  six  weeks  of  healthful 
exercise  and  amusement,  they  returned  with  renewed  vigor,  and 
bearing  with  them  many  kind  remembrances  of  their  bountiful  host. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Brothers,  the  College  was  considerably 
renovated ;  it  now  bears  evidence  of  the  taste  which  directed  the 
improvements. 

The  staff  of  Professors  as  at  present  organized  consists  of  nine 
Christian  Brothers,  assisted  by  Prof.  Rufus  Adams,  in  Elocution  ; 
Andrew  E.  Rogerson,  A.  M.  C.  E.  (Trinity  College),  Henry 
Hollis,  A.  M.  (Oxford),  in  Languages  ;  and  William  A.  Newland, 
in  Music.  From  this  list  it  will  appear  that  the  College  is  fully 
equal  to  the  work  it  has  undertaken.  No  important  branch  is  left 
without  its  Professor,  and  we  hope  shortly  to  add  other  names  to 
those  already  presented. 

The  chair  of  English  Literature  has  been  offered  to  R.  Shelton 
McKenzie,  the  well-known  literary  critic  of  the  Philadelphia 
Press.  His  engagements  at  present  do  not  permit  him  to  accept 
the  position,  but  he  has  promised  to  give  the  offer,  which  he  has 
been  pleased  to  say  flatters  him,  his  earliest  consideration. 

We  would  earnestly  urge  upon  all  our  friends  to  visit  the  College 
frequently,  and  to  bring  with  them  any  literary  acquaintances  who 
take  an  interest  in  Education.  It  is  particularly  desired  that  this 
should  be  done  at  the  public  quarterly  examinations.  We  cannot 
express  our  mind  on  this  subject  better  than  by  quoting  from  the 
College  Report,  in  which  we  state  that  “  to  enable  parents  and 
friends  to  judge  of  the  gradual  improvement  made  by  our  scholars. 
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quarterly  public  examinations  are  held.  These  have  been  faithfully 
carried  out  during  the  present  session,  and  have  been  found  of 
great  service  in  stimulating  our  scholars  ,  they  have  caused  us  to 
lose  a  few  boys,  who,  rather  than  have  their  indolence  exposed, 
sought  more  congenial  quarters.  We  regret  that  such  should  have 
occurred,  but  think  a  little  reflection  will  tell  the  parents  of  such 
scholars  that  a  slight  humiliation  now  will  be  much  more  advan¬ 
tageous  than  years  of  regret  hereafter.

If  parents  and  guardians  will  but  attend  the  quarterly  examina¬ 
tions,  they  cannot  fail  to  be  fully  informed  of  the  progress  made 
by  their  children  or  wards.  It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  the 
Brothers  and  other  Professors  of  the  College  submit  to  great 
fatigue  and  inconvenience  by  remaining  up,  night  after  night,  for 
over  a  week  each  quarter,  to  carry  out  these  examinations,  It  is 
not  for  their  benefit  or  information  that  these  public  exercises  have 
been  inaugurated.  The  least  they  can  expect  is  that  having  taken 
so  much  trouble,  parents  should  do  their  part  by  coming  in  large 
numbers  to  encourage  by  their  presence  both  teacher  and  student. 

We  are  particularly  anxious  that  the  Rev.  Clergy  of  the  diocese 
should  make  the  College  a  place  of  frequent  resort.  If  we  may  be 
allowed  a  comparison,  we  would  say  that  while  the  Clergy  are  the 
right  hand  of  the  diocese,  the  Brothers  are  the  left.  We  are  not  a 
successful  interpreter  of  Scripture  and  will  be  pardoned  for  saying 
that,  while  the  “left  ”  hand  is  not  desirous  of  knowing  “what  the 
right  handdoeth,”  we  are  most  anxious  that  the  “right’’  should 
see  what  the  “  left  ”  accomplisheth. 

The  influence  of  the  pastor  is  above  and  beyond  any  which  the 
teacher  can  expect  to  attain.  If  the  power  of  the  former  be  added 
to  the  efforts  of  the  latter,  then  will  Catholic  education  take  an 
increased  life,  and  produce  results  otherwise  unattainable.  We 
have  students  from  every  parish  in  the  city.  Did  the  pastors  or 
their  assistants  come  from  time  to  time  and  examine  them  at  the 
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College,  we  would  have  in  their  influence  a  lever  for  good,  which 
having  so  far  been  left  untried,  cannot  be  rightly  determined.  Our 
Honorary  President,  notwithstanding  his  numerous  occupations, 
has  never  allowed  a  year  to  pass  without  paying  the  students  a  visit, 
and  even  when  unwell  has  never  missed  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

We  trust,  then,  that  in  the  future  the  Rev.  Clergy  will  consider 
that  every  visit  they  make  to  La  Salle  College  will  be  deemed  an 
individual  and  personal  compliment  by  every  professor  and  student 
in  the  Institution. 

We  occasionally  hear  complaints  made  against  Catholic  colleges 
and  schools,  that  they  are  behind  the  time;  that  they  do  not  offer 
the  same  facilities  as  rival  institutions.  Now,  we  know  many  of 
these  professional  grumblers,  and  we  are  prepared  to  show  that 
these  gentlemen  have  never  visited  a  Catholic  college  in  good 
standing.  They  have  never  conversed  with  the  Professors  of  any 
|  such  institution.  They  rely  on  time-worn  insinuations  for  their 
opinions,  and  prefer  to  remain  in  ignorance  of  the  truth  rather 
than  hurt  their  intellectual  eyes  by  gazing  upon  the  light  of  facts 
as  manifested  in  the  workings  of  successful  educational  establish¬ 
ments.  It  is  owing  to  such  people  that  the  greater  number  of 
Catholic  colleges  and  schools  can  barely  cover  expenses,  and  that 
i  one  or  two  years  of  ill-success  will  suffice  to  destroy  them  forever. 
It  is  a  shame,  but  yet  it  is  a  fact,  that  few  Catholic  institutions 
could  live  one  year  were  the  Professors  paid  a  regular  salary.  This 
should  show  Catholics  that  they  have  yet  much  to  do  before  their 
duty  towards  educational  institutions  shall  have  been  accomplished. 
In  our  own  College — while  we  have  the  largest  number  attached  to 
any  private  institution  in  the  city — we  are  far  from  having  any¬ 
thing  like  the  patronage  to  which  we  are  entitled.  Just  imagine  a 
city  like  Philadelphia,  with  a  Catholic  population  of  over  two 
hundred  thousand,  and  then  say  if  two  hundred  or  three  hundred 
scholars  are  all  that  should  support  the  only  chartered  Catholic 
College  in  the  city. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  this  Board  it  was  stated  that  the  debt  on 
the  College,  originally  thirty  thousand  dollars,  had  been  reduced 
by  two  payments,  one  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and 
another  of  three  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  Since 
that  time  the  trustees  of  St.  Michael’s  Church  have  purchased  the 
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Brothers’  dwelling  on  North  Second  street  for  four  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  This  sum  has  been  employed  to  reduce 
the  debt  on  the  College  which  has  been  further  lessened  in  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  dollars,  leaving  the  present  debt  eighteen  thousand 
dollars. 

Every  effort  consistent  with  the  well-being  of  the  College  will 
be  made  to  reduce  this  during  the  present  year.  During  the  win¬ 
ter  season  two  Grand  Union  Concerts,  similar  to  those  of  last 
February  will  be  given  in  the  American  Academy  of  Music.  These 
will  be  the  only  entertainments  given  during  this  season.  We 
expect  all  our  friends  to  help  the  good  cause  along  and  enable  us 
to  proclaim  another  grand  success  for  the  cause  of  higher  Catholic 
education. 

Owing  to  the  past  increase  in  our  numbers  we  have  made  arrange¬ 
ments  with  a  prominent  school  furniture  dealer  to  fit  up  one  or  two 
extra  class-rooms  with  the  very  latest  and  most  approved  school 
desks.  We  are  the  first  to  introduce  the  new  style  of  desks  into 
the  Philadelphia  schools,  and  we  feel  assured  that  a  visit  to  the 
College  will  be  well  repaid  by  the  agreeable  appearance  which  all 
the  class  rooms  will  present. 

In  conclusion,  we  place  the  College,  its  prospects  and  its  mission 
under  the  special  protection  of  the  Author  of  every  good  gift, 
i  satisfied  that  the  success  He  will  mete  out  will  be  full,  pressed 
down,  and  overflowing.

The  approach  of  the  contest  for  the  Gold  Medal  for  Oratory, 
presented  by  Hon.  John  P.  O’Neill,  formerly  of  Philadelphia, 
but  at  present  a  member  of  the  New  York  Bar,  has  been  looked 
forward  to  by  the  students  with  no  ordinary  interest.  Such 
students  as  desired  to  enter  the  contest,  gave  in  their  names  at 
the  appointed  time,  and  three  selections  were  prepared.  No 
instruction  was  permitted,  and  each  student  gave  such  gestures 
and  expression  as  he  thought  suited  to  the  occasion.  This 
plan,  while  it  did  not  give  the  pieces,  in  some  cases,  all  the  finish 
which  would  have  been  desirable  in  a  public  entertainment, 
afforded  the  only  real  test  by  which  the  judges  could  determine 
the  individual  ability  of  the  speakers.  The  students  drew  for 
their  position  in  each  case,  and  Master  Thomas  F.  Byrnes  drew 
the  lowest  number,  requiring  him  to  open  the  contest.  A  very 
select  audience  greeted  Bibulus  of  the  Hidden  Gem,  and  he 
responded  by  a  very  graceful,  and  yet  powerful  rendition  of 
Adams’ well-known  speech:  “Sink  or  Swim,  etc.,”  this  being 
the  first  of  the  three  selections.  The  judges,  Rev.  Brother 
Romuald,  Director  of  St.  Michael’s  Select  School,  and  Messrs. 
Daniel  Dougherty,  the  gifted  orator,  Prof.  S.  K.  Murdock,  the 
distinguished  elocutionist,  Patrick  E.  Carroll,  Esq.,  of  the 
Philadelphia  Bar,  and  Thomas  O’Donnell,  Esq.,  watched  the 
speaker  closely,  and,  after  the  exercises,  mentioned  as  the  only 
defect,  a  rather  frequent  use  of  gesture,  and,  perhaps,  the  least 
possible  indistinctness  in  a  few  words.  His  postures,  general 
appearance,  and  calm  but  energetic  delivery  deservedly  obtained 
him  much  praise. 

Master  John  B.  McCaffrey  followed,  and,  taking  into  consid¬ 
eration  the  natural  weakness  of  his  voice,  grave  satisfaction. 
There  is  a  lack  of  variety  in  his  delivery,  which  time  and 
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practice  can  remove.  The  best  point  in  his  effort  was  the  slow 
and  distinct,  though  subdued  manner  in  which  he  spoke. 

Charles  Henry  came  next  in  order,  and  by  his  rapid  delivery, 
powerful  voice,  and  animated  countenance,  was  quite  in  contrast 
with  the  previous  speaker. 

Expectation  was  on  tip-toe  for  the  next  contestant,  Joseph  F. 
Gallagher,  whose  name  had  so  frequently  appeared  in  the  local 
journals,  and  whose  reputation  as  a  declaimer  was  so  much  more 
spread  than  his  antagonists’,  that  the  best  he  could  do  would  not 
surprise  the  audience.  He  seemed  fully  aware  of  the  nature  of 
his  position,  and  evidently  had  devoted  much  time  and  practice 
to  his  effort.  As  we  are  merely  giving  the  opinion  of  the  judges, 
it  may  be  proper  here  to  state  that  the  general  verdict  was 
entirely  in  Joseph’s  favor,  with  the  expressed  reservation  on  the 
part  of  all  the  judges,  that  he  was  somewhat  affected,  and  in  the 
pronunciation  of  some  words,  cut  them  so  sharply  as  to  leave 
an  unpleasant  sound  on  the  ear.  In  this  first  piece  the  judges 
could  not  determine  a  preference  between  Thomas  Bvrnes  and 
this  speaker. 

It  required  some  courage  for  the  next  orator  to  appear,  as  he 
is  the  youngest  of  the  competitors;  but  he  was  equal  to  the 
emergency,  and  Master  Matthew  Hand,  a  bright  lad  of  some  thir¬ 
teen  summers,  came  forward,  and  did  so  well  as  to  be,  in  the  opin¬ 
ion  of  a  competent  judge,  Dan’l  Dougherty,  Esq.,  equal  to  the 
best.  We  are  sorry,  for  the  young  lad’s  sake,  that  all  the  judges 
were  not  as  favorably  inclined,  though  all  gave  him  credit  for 
unusual  ability  for  a  boy  of  his  age. 

Edward  Ryan,  who,  as  Proculus  in  the  Hidden  Gem,  had 
gained  an  enviable  position  in  the  esteem  of  the  College  patrons, 
then  presented  his  interpretation  of  the  piece,  which  suits  his 
voice,  rich  in  tones  of  irony,  and  full  of  sarcasm.  Were  it  not 
for  a  slightly  monotonous  tone  that  he  introduced,  lie  would 
certainly  have  been  equal,  if  not  superior,  to  all,  even  Masters 
Byrnes  and  Gallagher. 

Daniel  Comber  is  also  known  to  the  Catholics  of  Philadel¬ 
phia,  as  one  of  the  most  promising  speakers  in  the  College.  His 
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appearance  favors  him,  the  control  he  has  of  his  voice  likewise 
renders  him  a  formidable  rival,  but  bis  failure  to  master  the  text 
of  his  piece,  completely,  acted  against  him. 

Too  frequent  use  of  his  right  hand  is  also  one  of  Daniel’s 
faults.  However,  with  more  careful  study  of  his  words,  that 
his  entire  attention  may  be  given  to  the  spirit  of  his  selections, 
Daniel  Comber  can  find  few  equals,  and  fewer  superiors. 

William  McDermott  should  also  be  an  acceptable  speaker. 
His  voice  is  in  his  favor,  and  his  knowledge  of  music  likewise 
adds  to  his  chances.  His  manner  is  better  suited,  however,  to 
large  audiences,  where  the  habit  he  has  acquired  of  looking  up, 
will  not  be  so  perceptible.  In  his  self-possession  he  had  no 
superior  among  the  competitors,  but  he  failed  to  look  into  the 
face  of  his  audience  and  to  catch  the  eye  of  his  hearers, — an 
essential  element  of  success  in  a  public  speaker. 

The  first  part  of  the  contest  was  closed  by  one  of  the  most 
graceful  of  the  College  declaimers,  Master  James  Callahan,  who 
took  the  part  of  Alexius  to  so  much  satisfaction  in  the  Hidden 
Gem.  His  voice  and  character  suit  him  better  for  religious  or 
poetical  selections,  and  we  will  say  nothing  more  of  him  in  this 
place  than  that  all  who  heard  him,  promised  themselves  a  rich 
treat  when  he  would  recite  the  “Curfew  Bell,”  which  was  the 
next  selection  on  the  programme. 

In  drawing  for  positions,  Master  Byrnes  again  got  the  first 
number,  and  appeared  to  continue  the  contest.  His  first  recita¬ 
tion  had  so  favorably  impressed  the  audience,  that  applause 
welcomed  him. 

The  judges,  bv  this  time,  had  learned  that  a  difficult  task  was 
in  their  hands.  They  increased  their  attention,  and  were  well 
repaid  by  the  unusually  fine  effort  made  by  Master  Byrnes. 
His  description  of  the  lovely  girl  who  risked  her  life  to  save 
her  lover’s;  of  the  old  bell-man  who  “had  tried  to  do  his  duty 
ever of  the  narrative,  and  of  stern  Cromwell,  was  in  the  opinion 
of  the  greater  number  of  the  judges,  the  best  they  had  ever  heard. 
There  was  one  defect,  a  very  perceptible  one  also,  in  his  incor¬ 
rect  reading  of  the  sentence,  “Curfew  shall  not  ring  to-night,”

in  which  he  placed  the  emphasis  on  shall,  instead  of  upon  not. 

Edward  Ryan  gave  an  entirely  different  interpretation  of  this 
beautiful  piece,  yet  full  of  richness  of  conception;  but  his  voice 
is  not  suited  to  any  part  of  it,  save  where  the  old  man  declares: 
“  Girl,  Curfew  rings  to-night/’  and  Cromwell’s  utterance,  “  Go, 
thv  lover  lives,  Curfew  shall  not  ring  to-night,”  in  which  two 
parts  he  was  particularly  effective. 

John  E.  McCaffrey  next  appeared,  and  likewise  interpreted 
the  part  of  the  bell-man  and  Cromwell  with  considerable 
success ;  but  his  voice  is  not  sufficiently  flexible  to  give  expres¬ 
sion  to  the  very  fine  sentiment  running  through  the  entire  piece. 

Master  M.  Hand  once  more  attracted  favorable  notice  from 
the  judges,  but  his  voice  is  yet  too  delicate  to  permit  a  successful 
imitation  of  either  Cromwell’s  or  the  bell-man’s  part.  Next  year 
he  will  give  his  competitors  more  trouble. 

James  Callahan  did  not  disappoint  his  admirers;  the  “  Curfew 
Bell  ”  is  suited  to  his  method  of  delivery,  and  when  he  had 
warmed  into  his  effort,  there  was  not  an  inattentive  person  in 
the  audienee.  His  rendering  of  the  girl’s  appeal  to  the  veteran 
bell-man  was  unusually  fine,  and  obtained  for  him  prolonged 
applause.  It  may  also  be  mentioned  that  James  had  but  twenty- 
four  hours  to  learn  the  piece  and  study  its  action.  Under  these 
circumstances  he  can  scarcely  be  too  highly  credited. 

William  McDermott  recited  this  selection  with  the  same  care 
as  he  had  bestowed  on  the  previous  piece,  but  the  same  defects 
appeared.  He  also  changed  his  construction  of  place  several 
times. 

Charles  Henry  did  not  take  part  in  this  selection,  and  thereby 
lost  the  chances  for  a  very  enviable  position  in  the  list  of 
speakers. 

Daniel  Comber  did  much  better  in  this  recitation.  His 
delivery  was  impressive,  his  conception  of  the  male  characters 
equal  to  the  best  of  his  competitors;  but  he  failed  in  giving 
expression  to  the  agony  experienced  by  the  young  girl  when 
appealing  to  thebell-man  that  Curfew  might  not  ring.  He 
needed  little  prompting  in  this,  save  in  the  last  stanza  or  two. 
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Master  Gallagher  was  warmly  welcomed,  and  proved  that  the 
opinion  of  the  audience  was  deserved.  His  description  of  the 
girl  as  she  swung  to  and  fro  with  the  bell,  between  heaven  and 
earth,  was  perhaps  the  best  of  the  evening;  but  the  judges  were 
of  opinion  that  his  personification  of  the  old  man  addressing  the 
maiden  was  forced  and  exaggerated.  In  this  case  there  seemed 
to  be  no  marked  difference  of  opinion,  as  the  judges  almost 
unanimously  awarded  the  preference  to  Master  Byrnes’  rendition 
of  this  selection. 

The  last  piece  was  next  introduced  by  John  B.  McCaffrey. 
His  delivery  of  “  Rienzi’s  Address  ”  was  a  great  improvement 
upon  his  other  efforts,  and  procured  him  deserved  applause. 

Master  Henry,  in  reciting  this  selection,  was  forcible,  impres¬ 
sive  and  intelligent;  but  marred  his  otherwise  successful  interp¬ 
retation  by  unnecessary  haste. 

As  already  remarked,  Master  James  Callahan's  manner  is 
better  suited  to  religious  pieces,  and  his  delivery  of  “Rienzi’s 
Address,”  though  above  the  average,  was  not  anything  to  be 
compared  with  his  “Curfew  Bell.” 

In  the  “Address,”  Daniel  Comber  did  himself  most  justice. 
He  had  learned  the  words  thoroughly,  was  imbued  with  the 
spirit  of  the  selection,  and  obtained  a  most  flattering  report  from 
the  judges. 

Master  Hand  seemed  slightly  fatigued,  and  in  one  or  two 
places  lost  the  thread  of  his  piece,  but  otherwise  was  most  happy 
in  his  conception  of  the  “Address.” 

Following  Master  Hand,  came  in  succession,  Thomas  Byrnes 
and  Joseph  Gallagher.  It  is  not  necessary  to  say  more  than 
that  Master  Byrnes  proved  himself  equal  to  his  previous  efforts, 
but  he  was  to  be  surpassed  in  this  last  selection  by  his  friend 
Master  Gallagher.  The  latter,  in  the  powerful  appeal  made  to 
the  audience,  in  the  calm  with  which  he  reasoned  his  case,  he 
surpassed  Master  Byrnes  to  a  considerable  degree. 

Master  Ryan  was  at  home  in  “  Rienzi’s  Address,  for  the  senti¬ 
ment  required  here  is  suited  to  his  delivery.  He  received  many 
commendations  from  the  judges,  and  applause  from  the  audience. 
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The  exercises  concluded  by  Master  William  McDermott, 
whose  delivery  in  this  recitation  did  not  differ  materially  from 
his  previous  efforts. 

After  the  audience  had  dispersed,  the  judges  met,  and  finally 
determined  that  it  was  not  possible  to  make  sufficient  distinction 
between  Masters  Gallagher  and  Byrnes,  who  were  therefore 
declared  equally  worthy  of  distinction.  The  other  young 
gentlemen  were  classed  as  will  be  found  below.

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BY  GEORGE  DERING  WOLFF,  ESQ,, 

Gentlemen  of  the  Graduating  Class  of  La  Salle  College  : 
Through  the  partiality  of  the  most  highly  esteemed  President  of 
the  eminent  Institution  of  which  you  are  Graduates,  I  have  been 
selected  to  close  these  exercises,  by  addressing  a  few  words  espe¬ 
cially  to  you. 

It  is  an  honor  which  I  highly  appreciate,  and,  involves  a  duty, 
the  performance  of  which  I  attempt  with  great  pleasure.  For 
though  the  days  of  my  youth  lay  far  back  in  the  past,  I  have  not 
lost  with  them,  my  sympathy  with  youth.  And,  whether  it  seem 
weakness  or  not  forme  to  acknowledge,  it  is  a  fact  that  my  heart  goes 
forth  instinctively  rather  towards  those  who,  like  you  are  in  the 
spring  time  of  life,  than  towards  those  of  my  own  age,  and  the 
exercises  of  this  evening  have  brought  up  strong  and  fresh  the 
recollection  of  the  day  when  once  I  stood,  as  you  now  stand,  upon 
Commencement  Day,  on  the  one  hand  bidding  adieu  to  college 
life,  and  on  tne  other  looking  forward  to  my  entrance  upon  the 
practical,  earnest  struggle  of  life,  which  now  lies  before  you. 

From  my  own  experience  I  can  well  understand  how  deeply  you 
realize  the  pregnant  significance  of  the  term  Commencement  Day. 
It  can  scarcely  be  comprehended  in  the  fulness  of  its  meaning  by  any 
but  those  who,  like  you  stand,  or  have  stood,  with  hearts  overflow¬ 
ing  with  contending  emotions,  looking  back  upon  past  years  of 
college  life  now  and  forever  ended,  realizing  that  all  the  ties 
which  bound  you  to  it  are  now  severed,  except  those  of  kindly 
recollections  of  fellow  students  and  of  esteem,  reverence  and  love 
for  your  highly  competent,  self-sacrificing  and  faithful  President 
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and  those  associated  with  him  in  the  noble  work  to  which  they 
have  devoted  themselves,  well  named  in  popular  phrase  “The 
Christian  Brothers,”  whose  labors  in  instructing  and  training 
you  morally  as  well  as  intellectually,  you  now  appreciate  more 
highly  even  than  in  past  times  and  from  your  future  experience  of 
the  advantages  which  you  will  reap  from  that  instruction  and 
training,  will  appreciate  still  more  highly  hereafter. 

But  with  the  sadness  which  fills  your  hearts  from  the  sundering 
of  these  ties,  are  also  mingled  bright  and  buoyant  hopes. 

This  is  your  “  Commencement  Day."  To  those  who  do  not 
know  from  actual  experience  the  relation  college  life  has  to  the 
future,  it  might  seem  more  proper  to  call  it  Closing  Day.  It 
marks  the  close  of  your  college  career.  But,  still  more  it  marks 
the  commencement  ofyour  practical  life  as  educated  men.  It  ushers 
you  into  the  world,  there  as  trained,  disciplined  by  education  in 
the  true  sense  of  the  term,  not  simply  intellectual,  but  moral  and 
religious  also,  to  do  your  duty  as  disciplined  soldiers  in  the  “bat¬ 
tle  of  life.”  To  this  all  your  studies  heretofore  have  been  prepar¬ 
atory.  But  this  period  of  preparation  is  past.  From  this  day  you 
must  act  for  yourselves.  From  this  day  you  enter  upon  the  arena 
of  practical  life,  to  engage  in  a  conflict  which  allows  no  neutrality 
and  admits  of  no  compromises,  a  conflict  which  as  Christian  men 
you  must  either  stand  and  fight  upon  the  side  of  duty  and  right,  of 
religion  and  God,  or  as  deserters  and  regardless  of  the  principles 
in  which  you  have  been  trained  to  regard  and  revere,  be  numbered 
amongst  those  who  are  traitors  to  the  truth  and  the  enemies  at 
once  of  the  real  interest  of  humanity  and  religion.  It  is  a  con¬ 
flict  which  knows  no  cessation,  has  no  truces,  which  you  must 
fight  to  the  death.  In  which  you  must  achieve  a  glorious  triumph 
or  submit  to  the  ignominy  of  a  shameful  defeat. 

You  will  not,  of  course  understand  me  as  implying  by  this,  that 
either  your  moral,  your  intellectual  or  religious  progress  is  now 
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terminated.  On  the  contrary,  the  practical  works  of  advancement 
in  these  may,  in  one  sense  be  said  to  have  just  commenced.  Not 
to  advert  to  the  latter,  but  confining  myself  to  the  former,  I  may 
say  that  you  stand  now  at  the  beginning  of  practical  intellectual 
labor. 

The  field  of  knowledge  is  illimitable.  It  is  only  on  the  loftiest 
cliffs  to  which  the  human  intellect  can  climb,  that  the  rarest  flowers 
and  the  nicest  fruits  of  knowledge  can  be  plucked.  It  is  in  the 
most  profound  depth,  that  the  richest  gems  of  thought  can  be 
gathered.  The  attainments  you  have  already  made,  severe  as  have 
been  your  studies  and  thorough  as  has  been  your  training,  compared 
with  the  sum  of  possible  knowledge  are  but  as  the  moats  that  float 
in  the  sunbeams  of  the  universe. 

Yet  let  not  this  discourage  you.  Remember  the  mind  of  man  is 
capable  of  infinite  developement.  Its  powers  increase  by  exertion. 
The  severest  exercises  strengthen  it.  The  subject  it  masters  become 
the  food  by  which  it  grows,  and  furnisihes  it  with  weapons  for 
achieving,  making  additional  and  greater  conquests. 

With  pinions  stronger  than  the  eagle’s  it  can  soar  beyond  the 
sun,  and  wing  its  way  into  the  regions  of  illimitable  space,  can 
count  the  stars  that  bestud  the  sky,  can  follow  the  comet  in  its 
erratic  course,  with  ear  attuned  and  vision  sharpened  by  scientific 
culture,  can  hear  entranced  “the  music  of  the  spheres  and  mark 
every  step  and  measure  of  their  mazy  dance.’’  It  can  mark  the 
course  of  the  cyclone,  and  compute  the  lightning’s  speed,  can  lay 
its  hand  upon  the  Ocean’s  pulse  and  note  the  throbbings  of  his 
mighty  heart,  can  descend  into  mysterious  depths,  may  map 
submerged  mountains  and  plains  and  valleys,  and  classify  flora 
and  its  fauna.  It  can  analize  the  sun  beam,  and  tell  the  reason 
why  the  same  light  pales  upon  the  lily  and  blushes  on  the  rose. 

And  still  more — and  what  is  immeasurably  more  wonderful, 
and  immeasurably  more  important,  enlightened  by  the  true  faith 
and  guided  by  the  infallible  teaching  of  the  Church,  its  divinely 
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constituted  exponent,  the  human  intellect  can  descend  into  the 
depths  of  man’s  own  spirit,  can  resolve  the  mysteries  of  his  being, 
the  cause  of  his  creation  the  laws  of  his  existence,  its  final  object 
and  end,  and  the  relations  which  bind  us  to  Divinity.  Upheld, 
guided  and  enlightened  by  that  faith,  it  can  penetrate  into  the 
spiritual  world  and  contemplate  with  rapt  vision  the  incommunicable 
attributes  and  glorious  perfections  of  Him  who  is  the  Father  of  us 
all,  in  whom  we  live  and  move  and  have  our  being;  by  whom  we 
were  created,  and  through  whom  we  exist. 

Such  are  some  of  the  achievements  that  may  wbe  accomplished 
by  the  human  mind,  and  may  be  accomplished  by  you,  if  you 
faithfully  employ  to  advantage  the  thorough  training  you  have 
received.  But  bear  in  mind  that  for  effecting  this,  diligent,  patient, 
continuous  and  devout  study  is  requisite.  The  powers  of  your 
mind  must  be  concentrated  by  the  lens  of  severe  application,  and 
directed  to  the  right  focus  by  devout  faith.  If  this  be  done,  igno¬ 
rance  and  error  will  not  obscure  your  sight,  and  you  will  be  enabled 
to  perceive  truth  in  the  perfection  of  its  inimitable  beauty. 

And  now,  before  I  close  this  cursory  address,  allow  me  to  al¬ 
lude  to  a  fact  in  connection  with  these  exercises  which  above  all 
other  distinguishes  your  commencement  day  and  should — as  I 
doubt  not  it  will — make  it  a  day  that  will  ever  live  in  your  mem¬ 
ory. 

This  is  the  twenty-eighth  anniversary  of  jthe  coronation  of  our 
present  Revered  Sovereign  Pontiff,  Pius  IX,  whose  reign  distin¬ 
guished  for  its  length — the  only  one  that  has  exceeded  the  years  of 
Peter — is  not  less  distinguished  by  the  promulgation  of  the  dogmas 
of  the  Immaculate  Conception  of  the  ever  Blessed  Virgin  Mary, 
and  the  infalibility  of  the  Holy  Roman  Pontiff,  and  not  less  dis¬ 
tinguished  by  the  vigor  and  efficiency  of  administration,  by  the  pa¬ 
tience  and  piety,  the  heroic  courage  and  endurance  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  incumbent  of  St.  Peter’s  chair  at  Rome — a  reign  in  which  the 
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devotion  of  the  faithful  to  the  Visible  Head  of  the  church  and  the 
unity  and  submission  to  Him  have  been  most  clearly  exhibited  in 
the  midst  of  trials  almost  unexampled,  and  in  spite  of  persecution, 
most  malignant  in  its  satanic  cunning  and  determination — a  reign 
in  which  his  enemies  are  constantly  defeated  and  brought  to 
shame  by  his  unconquerable  endurance  and  never-failing  faith — a 
reign  which  is  preparing  the  way  for  more  glorious  victories  over 
the  world  than  any  hitherto  achieved,  and  which  will  secure  to 
Pius,  as  for  Leo,  fourteen  hundred  years  ago,  the  epithet  The 
“Great,”  and  win  for  him  a  crown,  not  earthly  laurels,  whose 
leaves  become  torn  and  dry  as  they  are  woven  into  a  wreath,  but 
a  crown  which  shall  never  fade,  but  become  brighter  throughout 
eternity.

It  has  occurred  to  us  that  the  patrons  and  friends  of  La  Salle 
College  might  be  pleased  to  learn  something  official  about  the 
merits  and  expectations  of  the  La  Salle  Literary  Union.  To  satis¬ 
fy  this  laudable  curiosity  we  have  requested  the  President,  Wm. 
F.  Harrity,  A.  M.,  to  furnish  a  short  sketch  of  the  Union.  In 
response  to  an  invitation  the  following  is  submitted  in  the  name  of 
the  Society. 

BROTHER  NOAH. 

Hon.  President, 

La  Salle  Literary  Union. 


It  having  been  suggested  to  us,  that,  by  the  kindness  of  Brother 
Noah,  President  of  La  Salle  College,  a  few  pages  of  the  prospectus 
and  catalogue  of  the  College  would  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Union, 
for  the  purpose  of  inserting  therein  its  Constitution  and  By  Laws 
and  such  prefaratory  remarks  as  we  might  deem  proper,  it  occurred 
to  us  that  nothing  could  be  more  appropriate  or  fitting  for  insertion, 
than  a  brief  outline  or  history  of  the  formation  and  progress  of  the 
organization.  This  will  require  but  a  moment,  as  the  Union  is  now 
but  five  months  old,  and  its  history,  for  this  reason,  must  be  short. 

Some  eight  months  ago,  Brother  Noah,  desiring  to  perpetuate 
the  memories  of  the  College  among  its  graduates  and  pupils,  as  well 
as  to  encourage  a  development  of  literary  tastes  among  other  young 
gentlemen  of  the  city  who  might  wish  to  embark  in  the  enterprise, 
most  happily  conceived  the  idea  of  forming  a  Literary  Union, 
which  should  receive  the  approbation  and  encouragement  of  the 
Christian  Brothers  of  this  city,  and  deserve  the  patronage  as  well  as 
the  endorsement  of  the  Catholic  public.  In  pursuance  of  this  idea, 
an  invitation  to  Catholic  gentlemen  of  the  city  to  assemble  at  the 
College  was  printed  on  the  programme  of  exercises  at  the  compli¬ 
mentary  entertainment  given  by  the  students  of  the  College  to  their 
friends  and  the  public  generally,  on  the  evening  of  December  20th, 
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1873.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  general  invitation  that  was 
thus  so  kindly  tendered  : 


On  Thursday  evening,  January  5th,  1874,  a  Literary  Society  will 
be  formed  in  La  Salle  College,  to  be  known  as  the  “  La  Salle  Lit¬ 
erary  Union.”  All  young  men  former  students  of  the  College, 
and  such  others  as  may  take  an  interest  in  the  new  Society,  are  re¬ 
quested  to  meet  in  the  College  on  this  occasion.

About  two  weeks  subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  above,  a  supple¬ 
mental  invitation  was  sent  to  quite  a  number  of  young  gentlemen, 
and  also  appeared  in  the  editorial  columns  of  the  “  Catholic  Stan¬ 
dard  ’’  with  quite  a  complimentary  notice  from  the  Editor.  We 
give  it  in  full :

In  consequence  of  the  invitations  and  requests  2s  above,  some 
fifty  young  gentlemen  of  literary  tastes,  actuated  by  a  desire  to 
improve  themselves  and  to  advance  the  interests  of  Catholicity  and 
Catholic  literature,  assembled  at  the  College  on  Thursday  evening, 
January  15th,  1874,  the  time  appointed,  for  the  purposes  specified 
in  the  original  and  supplemental  calls.  On  that  evening,  those 
present,  after  a  friendly  exchange  of  salutations  and  an  expression 
of  good  wishes  for  the  new  enterprise,  formally  organized  by  call¬ 
ing  Mr.  ffm.  F.  Harrity  to  the  chair  and  nominating  and  electing 
Mr.  Joseph  A.  Grady  as  Secretary  pro  tern.  At  this  meeting  sev¬ 
eral  of  the  gentlemen  present  expressed  their  views  and  opinions  ; 
the  propriety  of  forming  a  Literary  Union  was  thoroughly  discussed, 
and  a  committee  of  seven  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  drafting  a 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  the  government  of  the  Union.  Of 
the  addresses  and  speeches  made  on  the  occasion,  we  cannot  but 
especially  mention  the  opening  one  by  Brother  Noah — it  being  a 
sound  and  well-considered  address  ;  one  that  was  at  once  instruct¬ 
ive  and  interesting,  and  was  attentively  listened  to  and  well  appre¬ 
ciated  by  all  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  hear  it.  For  the  infor¬ 
mation  of  those  who  were  not  present,  we  insert  it  as  reported  for 
and  published  in  the  “  Catholic  Standard  :  ’’ 

Gentlemen: — The  pleasure  experienced  in  the  reunion  of 
friends  is  doubly  great  when,  to  the  common  feeling  of  personal 
interest,  is  added  a  new  venture,  in  which  all  are  directly  con¬ 
cerned.  Such  is  the  nature  of  our  meeting  this  evening.  At  the 
invitation  of  the  College,  wherein  so  many  of  you  have  passed  days 
to  which  you  look  back  with  the  deepest  attachment,  you  are  here 
to  discuss  the  propriety  of  establishing  a  literary  union,  which  is  to 
combine  the  pleasures  of  the  social  club,  as  far  as  practicable,  with 
the  more  serious  but  equally  necessary  duties  of  the  literary  circle. 
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Where,  with  more  propriety,  could  you  meet  to  talk  over  such  an 
enterprise,  than  with  the  former  guides  of  your  first  steps  in  intel¬ 
lectual  life,  and  the  present  well-wishers  of  your  efforts — the 
Christian  Brothers  ? 

You  propose,  this  evening,  with  the  assistance  of  the  same 
counsellors,  to  establish  a  literary  union.  Gentlemen,  to  succeed 
in  any  enterprise,  we  must  fully  understand  the  nature,  the  purport 
and  the  scope  thereof,  the  means  proper  to  assure  success,  and  the 
dangers  to  be  avoided,  as  indicated  by  the  tens  of  dying,  and  the 
hundreds  of  dead  enterprises  bearing  the  time-honored  but  time¬ 
worn  title — literary  societies. 

Unions  are,  in  common  parlance,  the  order  of  the  day.  Every  i 
enterprise  worth  undertaking  is  represented  by  its  union.  If  such 
be  the  case  in  the  domain  of  the  trades  and  professions,  it  is 
equally  so  where  mental  labor  is  concerned. 

The  first  object  of  our  Union  is  indicated  by  the  title  by  which 
we  propose  it  shall  be  known — the  La  Salle  Literary  Union ;  a 
union  under  the  auspices  of  the  College  bearing  this  name,  and 
devoted  to  the  study  of  those  subjects,  which,  in  the  literature  of 
the  day,  demand  most  attention. 

Our  enterprise  is,  therefore,  a  most  honorable  one.  We  should, 
in  the  language  of  one  of  the  brightest  minds  brought  into  the 
fold  of  God’s  Church  within  the  last  century,  “feel  proud  that  it  is 
given  us,  however  humbly,  to  join  the  grand  struggle  for  the 
defence  of  truth,  and  its  exposition,  first  to  ourselves  and  then  to 
our  neighbor.” 

We  cannot,  if  we  would,  and  we  should  not,  if  we  could,  seek  to 
avoid  this  grand  battle  for  truth.  Ours  is  the  truth,  if  we  but 
remove  the  false  glare  with  which  contemporaneous  history  has 
covered  all  questions  pertaining  to  the  Church.  We  shall  find  this 
truth  safely  entrenched  behind  those  impregnable  principles  estab¬ 
lished  and  maintained  by  the  One,  Holy,  Catholic  and  Apostolic 
Church. 

If  the  agents  of  evil  unite  in  concocting  falsehood,  we  have  no 
choice  but  a  counter-union  for  opposite  purposes.  Our  means  and 
our  ability  apparently  unfit  us  for  the  struggle,  but  we  must  not 
forget  that  when  Catholic  young  gentlemen  unite  in  a  union  for 
good,  they  have  the  grandest  of  all  possible  helps  on  their  side — 
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God,  in  whose  name  we  meet,  and  the  right,  the  truth,  that  we 
come  to  seek. 

When  we  meet,  it  shall  be  to  pursue  the  study  of  truth  in  history, 
in  philosophy,  in  the  knowledge  of  our  inability,  and  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  this  knowledge  to  our  improvement.  The  success  of  this 
purpose  will  depend  entirely  upon  the  earnestness  with  which  we 
apply  ourselves  to  its  realization.  It  will  depend  upon  the  authors 
we  study  and  read,  whether  we  shall  find  the  truth  in  its  unadul¬ 
terated  and  virgin  purity.  It  will  depend  upon  the  soundness  of 
our  conclusions,  after  the  study  of  such  historical  points,  whether 
we  shall  proclaim  the  Church,  with  her  enemies,  the  enemy  of 
civilization,  the  opponent  of  progress  and  the  foe  of  liberty;  or, 
with  the  real  student  of  history,  the  preserver  of  religion,  and  the 
creator  of  the  new  civilization,  the  mother  and  nurse  of  all  true 
progress,  the  defender,  through  her  Tells  and  her  Lafayettes,  her 
Leos  and  her  Hildebrands,  of  the  rights,  temporal  and  spiritual,  of 
the  individual  and  the  people. 

In  this  study  of  Catholic  subjects  we  will  not  forget  the  impor¬ 
tant  question  of  education.  Here,  again,  we  shall  find  the  Church, 
perhaps  never  more  so  than  in  her  present  pontiff,  the  safeguard  of 
society,  because  the  protectress  of  society’s  mainstay — the  Christian 
education  of  the  masses. 

Meeting  for  the  purpose  of  learning  to  admire  all  that  is  worthy 
our  consideration,  we  shall  devote  some  of  our  evenings  to  the 
discussion  and  examination  of  the  debt  we  owe  to  that  magnificent 
body,  the  first  in  the  Church,  foremost  in  the  field  of  letters,  in  time 
of  peace ;  the  first  to  be  attacked,  and  last  to  leave  the  battle-field  in 
war:  these  grand  people,  who  have  merited  the  hatred  of  all  bad 
men,  however  learned,  and  the  praise  of  all  good,  however  preju. 
diced.  Yes,  we  shall  study  the  history,  the  labors  and  the  glories 
of  the  incomparable  body — the  Society  of  Jesus— a  body  to-day, 
yesterday,  and  always  the  same  unconquerable  followers  of  the  hero 
of  Pampeluna. 

Perhaps  these  topics  may  not  be  considered  fashionable.  Be  it 
so.  Perhaps  it  is  not  fashionable  to  follow  the  Cross.  Yet  shall  this 
prevent  our  watching  and  being  directed  by  its  divine  embla- 
zonings?  We  seek  not  what  is  fashionable,  but  what  is  true. 

To  pursue  this  object  successfully,  we  must  avoid  the  dangers, 
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To  pursue  this  object  successfully,  we  must  avoid  the  dangers, 
which,  in  the  very  nature  of  such  enterprises,  present  themselves. 
The  bane  of  such  unions  as  we  propose  is  the  interminable  talk  to 
which  young  debaters  allow  themselves  to  give  way.  We  propose 
to  counteract  this  by  allowing  no  subject  to  be  debated  upon,  until 
it  shall  have  first  formed  the  subject  of  a  written  essay. 

This  will  require  an  amount  of  previous  reflection,  and  give  rise  I 
to  a  character  of  debate  unfrequently  found  in  most  societies  be¬ 
cause  uninduced  by  the  method  we  propose  to  adopt.  This  pre¬ 
caution  is  necessary,  for  we  mean  work,  and  earnest  work  in  the 
new  union.  Another  object  which  we  will  propose  to  ourselves, 
and  which  will  deserve  our  best  energies,  is  the  founding  of  a 
select,  but  extensive  library  of  reference.  This  will  demand  time, 
patience  and  considerable  effort.  The  first  we  must  take,  the  sec¬ 
ond  we  shall  only  need  the  first  to  acquire,  with  the  first  and  second, 
the  third  will  necessarily  follow. 

A  library,  properly  selected,  is  a  storehouse  whence  we  may,  as 
from  the  coffer  of  the  wise  man,  draw  forth  the  old  and  the  new  in 
due  season.  With  such  an  auxilary,  attention  alone  is  required 
to  enable  us  to  reach  a  great  portion  of  the  truth  in  all  disputed 
points.  Is  it  not  necessary  for  this  effort  to  be  made  ?  Where, 
save  in  the  private  libraries  of  some  of  the  older  Rev.  Clergy,  can 
you  find  a  fair  representation  of  the  leading  Catholic  authors?  Our 
public  libraries  contain  but  few,  our  private  libraries  still  fewer. 

It  then  becomes  the  duty  of  such  unions  as  ours  proposes  to  be,  to 
fill  this  void,  and  as  far  as  in  us  lies,  give  to  the  Catholic  public  ■  ; 
an  opportunity  by  which  they  may  profit  to  become  conversant 
with  those  subjects  upon  which  it  is  no  longer  tolerable  to  be  igno¬ 
rant.  The  means  by  which  to  succeed  in  this  very  desirable  work 
of  building  up  such  a  library  will  be  matter  for  future  reflection. 

I  mention  it  now  as  a  source  of  encouragement,  and  as  evidence 
that  the  work  we  propose  to  accomplish  is  not  only  understood, 
but  likewise  determined.  Many  volumes  will  not  be  needed  to  es¬ 
tablish  a  good  library,  and  this  should  make  us  understand  that  the 
work  is  not  so  difficult  as  might  at  first  be  imagined.  With  many 
hands  the  work  will  be  made  light,  and  with  the  combined  views 
of  all  our  members  the  road  cannot  fail  to  be  clear.  This  object 
alone,  if  accomplished,  will  amply  repay  any  labor  required.  The 
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college  has  given  the  Union  the  nucleus  of  such,  and  it  now  re¬ 
mains  for  us  to  continue  and  complete  the  beginning. 

There  are  many  other  subjects  awaiting  our  consideration, 
which  will  tend  to  enlarge  our  views  and  fix  those  principles  by 
which  we  can  alone  successfully  study  Catholic  questions.  It  is 
our  duty  as  intelligent  Catholics  to  pursue  this  study,  and  I  doubt 
not,  but  that  your  numbers  and  your  attention  this  evening  are 
favorable  indications  of  what  we  may  expect  from  our  united 
efforts  hereafter. 

At  the  next  meeting,  which  was  held  on  the  evening  of  January 
20th,  1874,  those  present  formed  a  permanent  organization,  which 
was  to  combine,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  pleasures  and  amusements 
of  the  social  club  with  that  of  the  more  important  duties  of  the  lit¬ 
erary  circle.  The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  through 
its  chairman,  announced  that  it  had  performed  its  duty  and  sub¬ 
mitted  a  report.  The  Constitution  was  read,  adopted  section  by 
section,  and  finally  as  a  whole,  without  much  debate;  and,  agree¬ 
ably  to  the  provisions  of  this  instrument,  the  Union  proceeded 
with  the  election  of  officers  to  serve  until  April,  the  time  of  the  reg¬ 
ular  election.  After  numerous  nominations  had  been  made,  the 
election  began  and  resulted  as  follows  :

Beside  the  exercises  in  which  members  alone  participate,  the 
Union  has  commenced  a  short  course  of  familiar  lectures  aud  ad¬ 
dresses  by  prominent  clergymen,  professors  and  eminent  laymen. 
Six  or  seven  of  these  have  already  been  delivered  before  well 
attended  meetings ;  and  it  is  intended  to  render  these  exercises 
particularly  agreeable  and  instructive.  We  must  especially  men¬ 
tion  those  ’  of  Brother  Isidore,  subject  “Natural  Science;’’ 
George  D.  Wolff,  Esq.,  Editor  of  the  “  Catholic  Standard,”  sub¬ 
ject  “  The  Church  in  the  Middle  ages;  ’’  A.  E.  Rogerson,  A.  M., 
C.  E,  subject  “Immortal  Rome  and  her  Immortal  Language;” 
I'.  L.  Beaubian,  Esq.,  subject  “  The  value  of  Time  and  its  proper 
Use;”  Brother  Noah,  subject  “Bells;”  and  Thomas  W.  Kenny 
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M.  D.,  subject  “  Wit  and  Humor.”  All  of  these  addresses  were 
sound,  and  well-delivefed,  and  listened  to  with  marked  atten¬ 
tion  and  interest.  They  were  alike  instructive  and  entertaining 
and  contained  food  for  thought  and  reflection.  It  is  the  determi¬ 
nation  of  the  Union  to  make  these  addresses  a  speciality  and  to 
spare  no  pains  to  make  the  meetings  what,  as  we  take  it,  they 
deserve  to  be — successful  and  well-attended. 

It  is  intended  to  also  have  public  meetings — perhaps  four  or  five 
annually — to  which  the  friends  of  the  Union  and  the  public  gener¬ 
ally  will  be  invited.  The  first  of  these  took  place  at  Cathedral 
School  Hall,  on  Thursday  Evening,  May  14th,  and  was  attended 
by  what  may  be  fairly  and  justly  called  a  large,  select,  and  appre¬ 
ciative  audience.  The  Exercises  consisted  of  music  and  literary 
contributions;  and,  if  the  interest  manifested  by  the  audience,  and 
the  favorable  comments  of  both  the  daily  and  weekly  press  of 
the  city  be  a  test  of  merit,  the  participants  acquitted  themselves 
quite  creditably.

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It  was  an  evening  long  to  be  remembered  by  the  members  and 
their  friends ; — it  was  indeed  a  gala  night  for  La  Salle  Literary 
Union — one  that  should  encourage  its  members  to  redouble  their 
efforts  for  the  advancement  of  the  Society. 

Under  the  regulations  of  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  as 
adopted  January  20th,  business  as  well  as  literary  exercises  oc¬ 
cupied  the  attention  of  the  weekly  meetings.  This  was  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory,  inasmuch  as  the  transaction  of  business  oftentimes 
interfered  with  the  other  exercises  ;  and  this  defect  with  some 
others  led  to  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  revise  the  consti¬ 
tution  or  suggest  a  new  one-  After  several  sittings  they  concluded 
to  offer  a  new  one  which  was  submitted  and  adopted  about  four 
weeks  ago.  Under  this  new  constitution  the  officers  and  the 
Board  of  Directors,  constitute  a  Board  of  Government,  who  shall 
transact  the  business  and  manage  the  affairs  of  the  Union.  The 
Committee  evidently  went  to  some  pains  in  preparing  its  report ; 
and  we  think  a  careful  perusal  of  the  constitution  will  show  it  to 
be  a  good  instrument  for  the  government  of  any  society. 

The  Union  although  not  under  the  control  or  management  of 
the  College,  is  yet  to  a  great  extent  under  its  care  and  patronage ; 
and  has  received  from  Brother  Noah  and  his  co-laborers  in  the 
cause  of  Christian  and  Catholic  Education,  the  most  positive  and 
substantial  encouragement. — A  desire  to  “  give  credit  when  credit 
is  due,”  prompts  us  to  say,  as  we  and  all  others  of  the  Society  feel, 
that  the  Union  could  not  have  met  with  the  success  that  has  at¬ 
tended  its  efforts  thus  far,  w  re  it  not  for  the  very  valuable  assist¬ 
ance  rendered  by  Brother  Noah  and  his  fellow  workers. 

Owing  to  the  progress  the  Union  is  now  making  and  the  rapid 
increase  of  its  membership,  its  rooms  will  be  scarcely  large  enough 
for  all  its  purposes  ;  and  for  this  reason,  it  is  designed,  should  the 
organization  meet  with  the  approbation  and  support  of  the  Catho¬ 
lic  public,  to  purchase  a  building  in  some  suitable  location  and 
have  it  fitted  up  and  furnished  with  every  accomodation — to  have 
reading  and  lecture  rooms  ;  billiard  rooms  ;  and  perhaps,  rooms  for 
light  gymnastics,  bath  rooms,  etc.  This  will  of  course  take  time  and 
money ;  but  with  its  own  efforts  and  the  aid  of  the  public,  the 
Union  hopes  to  accomplish  within  a  reasonable  period  what  is  here 
proposed. 
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The  La  Salle  Literary  Union  may  be  said  to  be  now  in  full 
operation  and  we  think  offers  every  inducement  to  Catholic  gentle-  j 
men  to  become  members.  Its  roll  contains  at  the  present  time 
some  two  hundred  and  fifty  (  250  )  names  of  active  and  honorary 
members, — an  increase  in  five  months  rather  unprecedented  in  the  | 
history  of  literary  societies  in  our  city.  Certainly  no  society 
ever  started  out  under  more  favorable  auspices  ;  meeting  with  the 
cordial  approbation  and  support  of  the  Brothers  of  the  College  ; 
granted  the  use  of  a  valuable  library,  comprising  some  seven 
thousand  (  7000  )  well  and  carefully  selected  volumes  ;  and  having 
fitted  up  for  its  purposes,  reading  and  recreation  rooms,  all  free  of 
expense.  Under  these  circumstances  there  is  no  reason  why  the 
Union  should  not  prosper  ;  and  for  those  gentlemen  who  desire  to 
connect  themselves  with  an  organization  of  the  kind,  we  think  La 
Salle  LTnion  is  just  the  one.  Everything  necessary  to  advance  the 
interests  of  the  Union,  will  be  done,  and  make  it  what  it  aims  to 
be — a  first  class  literary  society.  The  young  gentlemen  of  the  city 
are  cordially  invited  to  visit  us  ;  and  after  inquiry  and  investiga¬ 
tion,  if  matters  appear  satisfactory  and  they  think  proper,  join  our 
ranks  and  thus  lend  their  aid  to  the  service  of  Catholicity  and 
Catholic  literature.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 


ARTICLE  I. 

Name. 

Section  1.  The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  “  La  Salle  Literary 
Union  of  Philadelphia.” 

AETIGLE  II. 

Of  Government. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Union  shall  consist  of  an  Honorary  Presi¬ 
dent,  a  President,  a  First  and  Second  Vice  President,  a  Recording  Secretary, 
a  Corresponding  Secretary,  an  Editor  and  a  Librarian ;  who,  together  with  | 
twelve  Directors,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Government  to  manage  the  af¬ 
fairs  of  the  Union,  and  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  respective  suc¬ 
cessors  are  elected. 

Section  2.  All  officers  of  the  Union,  except  the  Honorary  President  and  j 
the  Librarian,  shall  be  active  members  and  shall  be  at  least  twenty-one  years 
j  of  age. 

Section  3.  All  elections  for  officers,  except  Honorary  President  and  Li¬ 
brarian,  shall  be  by  ballot;  and  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  shall  be  nec¬ 
essary  to  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Of  the  President. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Union  ;  to  preserve  order  and  regularity  in  the  transaction  of  business, 
and  see  that  the  officers  perform  their  respective  duties  according  to  the  rules 
of  the  Union  ;  to  apportion  duties  in  advance,  to  countersign  all  orders  on  the 
Treasurer  for  the  payment  of  money  ;  and  to  call  special  meetings  whenever 
he  may  deem  it  advisable,  or  at  a  written  request  signed  by  ten  members  of 
the  Union. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  the  Vice  Presidents. 

Section  1.  The  First  Vice  President  shall  assist  the  President,  and  in  his  j 
absence,  or  when  called  on,  shall  preside  in  his  place.  He  shall  be  chairman 
of  the  Auditing  Committee,  and  shall  draw  all  money  orders  on  the  Treasurer 
and  preserve  an  accurate  account  of  the  same. 

Section  2.  The  Second  Vice  President  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  First 
Vice  President,  perform  all  his  duties. 
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ARTICLE  Y. 

Of  the  Recording  Secretary. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary  to  keep  a  cor¬ 
rect  minute  of  the  proceedings  of  all  meetings  of  the  Union,  of  the  Board  of 
Government  and  of  the  Auditing  Committee,  and  record  the  same  in  a  book 
provided  for  that  purpose ;  he  shall  take  care  of  all  books  and  papers  in  his 
department,  and  be  ready  to  render  information  at  any  time  regarding  reso¬ 
lutions  or  orders  of  any  kind  made  by  meetings;  he  shall  keep  apart  from  the 
minutes,  a  record  of  committees  and  a  final  disposal  of  them  by  the  Union 
He  shall  attest  all  orders  of  the  Vice  President  on  the  Treasurer.  He  shall 
once  in  three  months  submit  a  general  report  of  his  department. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

Section  1.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  keep  an  alphabetical  roll 
of  members,  showing  address,  when  admitted,  and  when  he  died,  resigned, 
or  when  he  was  expelled;  he  shall  execute  the  President’s  orders  in  regard  to 
special  meetings  ;  he  shall  notify  all  applicants  of  their  admission  to  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Union  ;  he  shall  inform  members  of  their  election  to  office;  and  no¬ 
tify  all  committees  , through  their  chairman,  of  their  appointment  ;  he  shall 
attend  in  every  respect  to  all  society  coirespondence,  keeping  copies  of  the 
same  on  file.  He  shall  submit  a  general  report  every  three  months. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  tJie  Treasurer. 

Section  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  receive  all  monies  of  the 
Union  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  thereof ;  he  shall  pay  no  money  but 
on  the  written  order  of  the  First  Vice  President,  countersigned  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  and  Recording  Secretary. 

Section  2.  Before  entering  on  his  duties,  he  shall  furnish  such  security 
as  the  Board  of  Government  may  require,  and  on  retiring  from  office  he 
shall  deliver  up  to  his  successor  or  whomsoever  the  Union  may  appoint,  the 
balance  of  the  money,  the  books  and  papers  he  may  have  received,  and  he 
shall  take  a  receipt  for  the  same.  He  shall,  at  the  end  of  every  month,  fur¬ 
nish  an  exact  account  of  the  state  of  the  treasury. 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  place  on  file  all  orders  paid  by  him,  and  also 
enter  them  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose.  He  shall  show  in  whose  favor 
they  were  drawn,  and  the  amounts,  together  with  the  date  of  payment. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Of  Editor. 

Section  1.  The  Editor  shall  preserve  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  all 
communications  received  by  him,  excluding  such  as  may  contain  personal  or 
improper  matter,  and  shall  read  the  same  at  every  meeting  of  the  Union.  He 
shall  maintain  secresy  concerning  the  authorship  of  all  communications,  and 
insert  them  without  additions  or  alterations. 

Section  2.  The  Editor  shall,  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Union, 
furnish  such  news  of  interest  to  the  press  as  he  shall  think  proper. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Of  the  Librariaii. 

Section  1.  The  duties  of  the  Librarian  shall  be  to  keep  the  library  in  or¬ 
der  and  attend  to  such  matters  as  appertain  to  the  office,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  rules  of  the  College  library. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

Of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section’  1.  The  Directors  shall  exercise  supervision  of  the  rooms  of  the 
Union  ;  they  shall  delegate  one  of  their  number  to  have  charge  of  the  same  for 
each  evening  of  the  week,  and  while  the  rooms  are  under  his  care  he  shall  be 
responsible  for  all  monies  received  and  for  the  property  of  the  Union,  and 
the  members  shall  respect  his  authority  accordingly.  They  shall  report  in 
writing  to  the  Union  once  in  three  months  and  give  a  detailed  statementof 
their  doings.  They  shall  hold  meetings  every  two  weeks  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  the  returns  and  paying  the  money  to  the  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Of  the  Board  of  Government. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Government  elect  shall  meet  on  the  first  Wed¬ 
nesday  after  their  election  for  the  purpose  of  organization  and  the  transaction 
of  business.  They  shall  have  control  of  the  affairs  and  property  of  the  Union. 
They  shall  do  and  perform  all  acts  necessary  and  proper  for  carrying  on  the 
objects  and  intentions  of  the  Union.  They  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacan¬ 
cies  occurring  in  any  elective  office  of  the  Union. 

Section  2.  They  shall  not  pass  any  law  or  resolution  altering  or  impair¬ 
ing  the  character  of  the  Union;  nor  shall  they  incur  any  extraordinary  ex¬ 
penditure  without  the  consent  of  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose  at 
which  at  least  thirty  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  3.  They  shall  bold  stated  meetings  on  the  third  Saturday  of  each 
month  for  the  transaction  of  business  ;  and  special  meetings  whenever 
necessary. 

Section  4.  The  President  may,  and  upon  the  written  request  of  five 
members  stating  the  object  thereof,  shall  call  special  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Government. 

Section.  The  Board  of  Government  may  after  investigation  admit  persons 
to  membership  in  the  Union. 

Section  6.  The  Board  of  Government  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  of 
the  election  of  members,  and  five  negative  votes  in  said  Board  shall  defeat 
the  applicant. 

Section  7.  The  Board  shall  submit  to  the  Union  quarterly,  a  report  of 
their  proceedings,  with  a  statement  of  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the 
Union. 

Section  8.  A  majority  of  the  Board  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Of  the  Auditing  Committee. 

Section  1.  The  Auditing  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  First  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  as  Chairman,  the  Recording  Secretary  and  three  members  who  shall  be 
elected  with  the  other  officers  annually. 

Section  2.  They  shall  audit  and  report  upon  the  state  of  all  books  and 
papers  of  the  Union  at  the  annual  meeting  in  June. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

Of  tlte  Literary  Committee. 

Section!.  At  the  annual  election  in  June  there  shall  be  elected  three 
members  of  the  Union,  who  together  with  the  Second  Vice  President  as  Chair¬ 
man,  and  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  shall  constitute  a  Committee  on  De¬ 
bates,  etc.,  to  serve  for  one  year;  or  until  their  successors  shall  be  chosen. 
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Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Literary  Committee,  before  the 
commencement  of  each  session,  to  select  the  subjects  of  debate  for  the  entire 
session  and  to  appoint  three  debaters  on  either  side  of  each  question.  The 
Corresponding  Secretary  shall  make  a  list  of  the  said  subjects  and  of  the 
names  of  appointees  and  write  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that 
purpose.  The  said  book  shall  be  placed  in  the  meeting  room  of  the  Union, 
where  the  members  may  have  access  thereto.  Provided  :  That  the  subject  of 
debate  upon  any  evening  may  be  changed  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  present. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Of  Members. 

Section  1.  Any  Catholic  gentleman  of  the  age  of  eighteen  years  and  up¬ 
wards  shall  be  eligible  to  membership. 

Section  2.  Xo  election  to  membership  shall  be  held  by  the  Board  of 
Government  without  one  week's  notice  of  nomination  in  writing  signed  by  not 
less  than  three  members,  and  stating  the  name  and  residence  of  the  applicant. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  post  the  name  and  address  of  every  such 
applicant  on  the  bulletin  board  of  the  Union  at  least  five  days  preceding  the 
meeting  at  which  the  proposed  election  is  to  take  place. 

Section.  3.  Xo  person  shall  become  an  active  member  unless  he  shall 
have  signed  the  Constitution  and  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  his 
semi-annual  dues,  within  thirty  days  after  receiving  notice  of  his  election. 

Sec.  4.  Gentlemen  may  be  elected  Honorary  members  in  the  same  manner 
as  is  required  for  the  election  of  active  members. 

Sec.  5.  The  resignation  of  a  member  shall  not  be  received  unles  sten- 
dered  in  writing,  accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  the  Treasurer  that  such 
member  is  not  indebted  to  the  U  nion. 

Sec.  6.  Xo  proposition  for  the  expulsion  of  a  member  shall  be  acted 
upon,  unless  such  proposition  be  submitted  and  the  cause  assigned  in  writing 
at  a  preceding  meeting,  and  unless  five  days  notice  of  such  intended  proceed¬ 
ing  be  given  to  such  member,  which  notice  the  Recording  Secretary  is  hereby 
enjoined  to  give. 

Sec.  7.  Xo  member  shall  be  expelled  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present,  when  the  vote  on  said  expulsion  takes  place. 

Sec.  8.  The  vote  upon  the  expulsion  of  a  member  shall  always  be  by 
secret  ballot. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

Meetings 

Section  1.  The  stated  meetings  of  the  L'nion  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Monday  of  each  month  and  thirty  members  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  President  at  the  written 
request  of  ttn  members;  three  days  notice  of  the  object  of  such  meetings,  hav¬ 
ing  been  given  to  all  active  members. 

Sec.  3.  Xo  business  shall  be  transacted  at  special  meetings  other  than 
that  referred  to  in  the  call;  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  he  members 
present. 

Sec.  4.  The  meetings  for  literary  exercises  shall  be  held  on  Monday  Even¬ 
ing  of  each  week. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

Of  the  Constitution  and  By-laws. 

Section  1.  Any  article  or  section  of  this  Constitution  or  of  the  By  laws 
may  be  suspended  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  members  present. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  at  any  stated  meeting  ;  such  amendment  having  been  sub¬ 
mitted  in  writing  signed  by  five  members  at  the  stated  meeting  preceding 
that  at  which  it  is  to  be  considered. 

Sec.  3.  By-laws  may  be  enacted,  amended  or  repealed  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present;  the  amendment  or  alteration  proposed, 
having  been  submitted  in  writing  at  the  stated  meeting  preceding  its  con¬ 
sideration. 


BY-LAW  S. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Order  of  Business. 

Section  1.  The  following  -Ball  be  the  order  of  business  at  the  monthly 
I  meetings : 

1.  Calling  of  Roll. 

2.  Reading  of  minutes. 

3.  Reports  of  officers. 

4.  Report  of  Committees. 

5.  Elections  of  officers. 

6.  Unfinished  business. 

7.  New  business. 

8.  Adjournment. 

Section  2.  The  order  of  business  at  the  weekly  meetings  shall  be  such  a3 
the  presiding  officer  may  direct. 

Section  3.  The  order  of  business  may  he  changed  for  an  evening  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  but  motions  to  that  effect  shall  be  deci¬ 
ded  without  debate. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  Minutes. 

The  minutes  of  the  proceeding  meeting  shall  be  signed  by  the  Secretary  of 
that  meeting  and  may  be  corrected  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
present. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Committees  and  Reports. 

Section  1.  Except  on  motion  to  the  contrary,  all  special  committees  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officer. 

Sec.  2.  No  reports  shall  be  received  unless  in  writing. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Election  of  Officers. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Union  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Monday 
of  June  in  every  year. 

Sec.  2.  No  member  shall  be  considered  a  candidate  for  an  office  unless 
nominated  to  that  office,  and  any  vote  or  votes  polled  for  a  member  who  is 
not  a  candidate  shall  be  taken  as  blank. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

Debate. 

Sec.  1.  Should  any  member  assigned  for  debate  not  intend  to  discharge 
such  duty,  he  shall  give  at  least  ten  days  notice  to  that  effect  to  the 
Corresponding  Secretary.  At  the  following  meeting  the  said  Secretary  shall 
report  such  vacancy  to  the  presiding  officer  who  shall  announce  the  same  at 
the  said  meeting.  Any  member  present  may  then  volunteer  to  fill  such  vacan¬ 
cy,  and  the  said  member  so  volunteering,  shall,  by  debating,  and  notice  there¬ 
of  to  the  said  Secretary,  discharge  himself  from  any  prior  fine  imposed  for  not 
debating,  but  should  no  one  volunteer,  the  presiding  officer  shall  proceed  to 
fill  such  vacancy  by  selection  from  the  members  present.  Should  such  debater 
have  neglected  so  to  notify  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  debater  to  provide  from  the  Union  a  proxy  for  himself  in  the  debate 
and  to  give  notice  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

Sec.  2.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall,  two  weeks  immediately  previ¬ 
ous  to  each  debate,  give  to  the  members  appointed  therein,  special  notice  of 
such  duty. 

Sec.  3.  The  judges  of  debate  shall  consist  of  three  members  appointed  by 
the  presiding  officer  from  those  present  at  the  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  No  debater  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  ten  minutes. 

Provided \  That  the  opener  may,  if  he  desire,  have  five  minutes  additional 
to  close.  Any  member  present,  not  appointed,  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
volunteering  on  either  side. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

All  other  Business. 

Sec.  1.  An  appeal  may  be  made  from  the  decision  of  the  presiding  officer  if 
seconded  by  three  members. 

Sec.  2.  No  amendment  of  an  amendment  shall  be  amended. 

Sec.  3.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on  an  appeal,  or  on  a 
question  of  order ;  nor  more  than  twice  on  any  other  question,  except  at  the 
discretion  of  the  presiding  officer. 

Sec.  4.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
except 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  To  lie  on  the  table. 

3.  For  the  previous  question. 

4.  To  postpone. 

5.  To  commit. 

6.  To  amend. 

Which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  thev 
are  arranged.  The  motions  to  adjourn,  to  lie  on  the  table  and  for  the  previous 
question,  shall  be  decided  without  bebate. 

Sec.  o.  If,  during  the  consideration  of  any  motion,  resolution  or  amend¬ 
ment,  the  previous  question  be  moved  and  seconded  by  four  members,  the 
question  “  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?”  shall  be  immediately 
asked  by  the  presiding  officer,  and  if  agreed  to,  the  main  question  shall  then 
be  put,  and  until  decided,  no  one  shall  be  entitled  to  the  floor. 

Sec.  6.  The  presiding  officer  shall,  in  all  cases  of  ballot,  be  entitled  to 
a  vote,  but  in  no  other  case  unless  the  Union  be  equally  divided,  then  he  shall 
give  the  casting  vote. 

Sec.  7._  Whenever  the  yeas  and  nays  are  called  for  by  any  two  members, 
the  presiding  officer  shall  thereupon  ascertain  if  two-thirds  of  those  pres¬ 
ent  are  in  favor  of  the  call,  and  if  the  yeas  and  navs  shall  be  entered  upon 
the  minutes. 
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Sec.  8-  No  member  shall  leave  the  room  daring  meetings  without  the 
consent  of  the  presiding  officer. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Dues  and  Fines. 

Sec.  1.  The  dues  of  active  members  of  the  Union  shall  be  two  dollars 
per  annum ,  payable  semi-annually  in  advance  in  the  months  of  January  and 
July. 

Sec.  2-  The  dues  of  honorary  members  shall  be  ten  dollars  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually  in  advance. 

Sec.  3.  Any  officer  or  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  failing  or  neglec¬ 
ting  to  attend  the  stated  monthly  meetings  of  the  Union  shall  pay  a  fine 
of  fifty  cents. 

Sec.  4.  Any  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  failing  or  neglecting 
to  attend  at  the  rooms  of  the  Union  on  the  evenings  allotted  to  him,  shall  pay 
a  fine  of  fifty  cents  for  each  evening  he  so  fails  or  neglects  to  attend. 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  when  appointed  for  literary  exercises  who  shall 
wholly  disregard  his  duty  by  not  participating  himselt  or  sending  a  substitute 
shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents  unless  a  reasonable  excuse  be  offered  to 
the  Union  in  writing. 

Sec.  6.  No  fines  shall  be  remitted  except  by  the  unanimous  consent  of 
the  Board  of  Government. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Striking  from  the  Roll. 

Any  member  who  may  be  indebted  to  the  Union  in  a  sum  exceeding  three 
dollars  shall  be  immediately  notified  thereof  by  the  Treasurer,  and  if  the  said 
member  does  not  within  thirty  days  after  such  notice  pay  the  sum  indebted, 
his  name  may  be  stricken  from  the  roll,  and  he  shall  thereby  be  deprived  of 
all  the  privileges  and  exempted  from  all  the  duties  of  membership.  Provided. 
This  rule  shall  not  apply  to  those  members  absent  from  the  city,  except  where 
their  absence  shall  have  exceeded  a  period  of  two  years. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  whose  name  may  have  been  stricken  from  the 
roll,  upon  the  presentation  to  the  Board  of  Government  of  a  certificate  of  non- 
indebtedne  s  from  the  Treasurer,  may,  upon  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  of  said  Board  be  re-instated. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Parliamentary  Raw. 

Sec.  1.  “Matthias  Manual”  shall  be  the  guide  and  authority  on  all 
questions  of  parliamentary  usage  arising  in  the  Union.
